Approximately 1 half the'/protes^ers were 'local; the 'rest from b6 

the Denver area. The event occurred without arrests. There were b7c 

two or three protesters who arrived wearing masks and fatigue 

pants with bulging pockets . Law enforcement personnel monitored 

these individuals during the protest . No arrests occurred. The 

protesters advised De tective that they would return again 

next year. Detective [~ l advised that protesters seemed 

surprised by. treatment from law enforcement compared to the 

Denver area: < The protesters were allowed to make a walking 

transit of the . parking lot where . the symposium was held-. This 

put the protesters within earshot of the symposium attendees 

inside a large tent .‘•. This was negotiated with the understanding 

that protesters who stopped or attempted to enter the tent would 

be arrested. Protesters seemed pleased with the ability to 

negotiate cordially with and be listened to by law enforcement.
